What tho Episcopal Church Segments ou 


llio Sulijcct. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—In tho Episcopal con- 


vention Wednesday the committee on tht 
state of tho church prnentad a report recom- 
mending tho appointment of a commission to 
consist oC fivo bishops, five clergymen, and 
fivo laymen, to open communication with the 
recognized boards of tho various religious 
bodies, to ascertain if a disposition existed 
among them to promote organic unity upon 
the basis of tho apostles' crood, tho breaking 
or bread, and prayor, and asking thorn for 
their opinion of what benefit they could com- 
municate to one another and what advantage 
would occruo to Christendom from such or- 
ganic union, and report to tho general con- 
vention of I8S!l. 


Tha .^uno committee also presented another 


report, in which they stated they had had 
under consideration tho resolution offered by 
Kev. Dr. Hopkins, of central Pennsylvania, 
relative to Lhu basis of church unity, and in 
their opinion the samo was inexpedient at th 
present tiruo. 


llev. Dr. Hopkins presented a minority re- 


port, which stated that tho plan which th 
committee considered it inexpedient to con 
sider was tho only plan submitted to brin 
about tho object aimed at. Until sonic pla 
was furnished a general expression ot' opinio 
would amount to nothing, >'ot ono of th 
Christian bodies hud said that it was wi Ilin 
to enter upon any plau to bring about tld 
organic unity. It was tho duty ot this churc 
to Jowl tho way and to say bow far it w;i 
willing to go. Tho outcome of tho ovunge' 
ical alliance had demonstrated that the grcu 
bulk of thu great Protestant denominations 
wero already prepared to surrender tho i 
sistoneo upon their own peculiar practices 
Tho report stated that tho things which mm, 
bo secured by this church in any unio 
which might be accomplished wero: Tho in 
t/rgrisy of tho Catholic faith as declared b 
tho undisputed general councils: episcopa 
ordination either hyjiothuticully or ubst 
lately, tho ujwstolic ordinance- ot conlirma 
tion, and Lhu mode of administering baptist 
and thu eudiarist.

Itawhido Molded 
in tlie Ground and 


Dried In tile Sun—Big Rimmed Fur 
Out* That Havo Taken tho Old Kuw- 
hldu's Place. 


"Take," says a cowboy of tho plains, "fo 


instance, tbe cowboy's big rimmed hat. Th 
fact alono that it has been worn withou 
changing fashion for generation after genera 
tion is enough to indicate that use, notvanit} 
dictated its origin. 
Until recent years, \vhe 


tho importance of tbeso hats was recognize 
by hat niomifocturei'S and wool, felt and fu 
wero turned to account in malting them, w 
made our oxvn hats. 
A hole, as near th 


shapo und size of our heads as wo could mak 
it, was dug in tho ground. A largo circulo. 
piece of rawhide, wet, soft and pliable, wa 
spread oi'cr the hole. With a bunch of gros 
or bu?ksl:in tho center of the rawhide wa 
pi-essoU down into the hole until it us.sum«l i 
size and shape. The surrounding circle o 
hide, which wns to be tho rim, was kept fit 
on the ground by constant patting of tli 
hands all around it. 


When tho hat was molded it was left unt 


it was well dried by the sun. Then it wa. 
taken to a plnce whero smoke and hoa 
scorched it so that it was perfectly wata 
proof. Then it was trimmed with strings an 
straps and was ready for use, and that use 
often to throw a quickly spreading prairi 
fire back on the burned ground before it ha 
a chance to gain headway; often to turn wi] 
cattlonnd borax in tho direction wo won 
them to go. When tho sun is scorching IK 
nnd there is a blister in every pull of wint 
this great hat is much cooler than a straw hut 
When tho wind is blowing the sand liko ho 
t.hot in our faces we would suffer greatly bu
